The valleys are of great richness, and 
farm products such as cotton, surghum, corn 
and fruit do well here. 
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With the passing of the cattle raising in¬ 
dustry owing to the fact that large ranges are 
too valuable to be longer used lor other than 
farming, have caused a number of valuable 
ranches to be subdivided into farm tracts, 
and the presence of artesian water in large 
quantities have made these very desirable as 
such. 

Marble in large quantities and of fine 
quality, and great deposits of building stones, 
as well as mineral deposits such as coal, 
silver and cinnabar, add additional value to 
the section. 

The cities of San Antonio and El Paso 
are rapidly forging to the front as commercial 
and manufacturing centers, and the smaller 
cities of Hondo, Sabinal and Del Rio are 
distributing points for the products raised in 
the vicinity.
